Withdraws Order to Block¬
ade Tampico on Plea

of Mediators.

PUTS THE ISSUE
UP TO AMERICANS

Action Leaves U. S. Re¬
sponsible for Disposition

of Arms Cargo.

MAY PREVENT LANDING

Ambassador, acting for the Huerta

government, informed the ¡«e retarv of

State to-day that the proposed block¬

ade of Tampico by Huerta, which, on

account of this government s intention

ot resorting to force to prevent It,

tnreatened to ruin the mediation, had

beet abandoned, and that the Mexnan

gunboats Bravo and Zaragoza, sen» by
Huerta to Tampico, had been ordered
to ret'irn to Puerto IfeglCO,
The correspondent of The Tribune

learns that, instead of halting by hla

gunboats the steamer Antllla. which

mailed from New York with a cargo of
ammunition for the Constitutionalists.
Huerta aims to put it up to the media¬

tors that the United States government
Is responsible for the progress of the
Antllla, after having agreed that dur¬

ing the mediation there should be no

exportation of arms from the I'nited

States to Mexho. The dictator will
contend that to have permitted the
Antllla to sail from New York was a

violation of the agreement, and»that It

Is up to the United States to stop th«
vssel before she armes sr Tampico.
It ia understood that the Mexu-an dele-

gates have already presented Huertas
case to the mediators. *'r

Certain infotma! representation»
have also been made here, and It has

been suggested that the United States
government Is in duty bound to divert
the Antllla from her course to Tampico

It i« understood that Secretary
